Former Emperor Charles of Austria,
travelling: by airplane with his wife,
<he former Empress Zita, flew from
Switzerland and landed at Odenburg,
Rurgenland, early yesterday morning,
when he placed himself at the head of
two battalions of troops which were
awaiting his arrival. Preparations
were begun immediately for a march
upon Budapest, where Charles will
proclaim himself King of Hungary, A
new Ministry has been organized, with
Stephan Rakovsky, formerly vicepresidentof the lower house of the
Hungarian Parliament, as Premier.
Count Albert Apponyi, onetime chairmanof the Hungarian peace delegationto Paris; Count Andrassy and
Gustave Grata, formerly Hungarian
Foreign Minister, are other members
of the Government already selected.
Archduke Frederick has organized
n army of 40,000 men, which, accordingto reliable reports, is solidly behindCharles.

East Europe In Mactitrom.

With the Bimple act of descending
on Odenburg in an aircraft, Charles
lug turned eastern Europe into a

maelstrom seething1 with innumerable
political possibilities. Austria, Czechoslovakiaand Jugo- lavia as secession
States, are forced into opposition
against any Hapsburg restoration.
Austria cannot undertake much in an

offensive way ngninst Charles, but
may prove exceedingly sensitive itself
to the monarchist influence, especially
now in the days of economic calamity,
and it is feared that the Royalists may
stage a demonstration in Austria in
order to gain support for Charles's
new army.
The Austrian Cabinet announces that

it has taken all necessary precautionary
measures. Czecho-Slovakia and Jugoslaviaboth have armies and might
eventually wage war. At Prague no de-
vision can be reached until it is known
whether the Germans and Slovaks In
the army would ght Hungary.
It Is known to be a fact that France

ard Italy are benevolently Inclined towardCharles's adventure. Intrigues
emanating from the Schneidcr-Crelsot
group in France are said to have been
Hie cause of Charles's first attempt to
return to west Hungary. .Since then
Ttaly has changed her attitudo toward
Charles.
Hungary managed to take the lion's

share at the recent Venice conference
unuer iiaiy auspices, wmcn, tnougn
formally promotnlg Austria, In reality
amounted to nothing less than the dls
ardlng of the provisions of the peace
iheaty in so far that Italy even signed a
treaty on the basis of the Venice understanding.

Hungary strengthened as a barrier betweenthe Germans and the Slavs and
have her as a fairly strong military
State ready to supply t,roops at the Entente'sbehestEngland's attitude Is not defined.
Being so busy with the Irish problem
and preparations for the Washington
conference, the Primo Minister, Mr.
Lloyd George, has hardly been able to
devote any attention to eastern Europeanaffairs. It Is thought that this
may have been taken into consideration
by Charles's advisers, because England's
interference was the chief obstruction
likely to be met. At the same time It
wss known that England would follow

BED PARADE FORBIDDEN

Riots Quite Likely as Com-1
munists Prepare for Bio:

Demonstration.

More than 10,000 police and troops,
including infantry, cavalry and machinegunners, have been assigned to
protect the American Embassy from
rioters to-morrow. Meanwhile the situationhere growing out of the Communistagitation In protest against the
conviction of Nlccolo Sacco and BartolomeoVanzetti for the murder of
two men In Massachusetts hourly becomesmore tense.

It is possible that to-morrow will
witness scenes reminiscent of some of
the most sanguinary May Day demonstrations.This situation has come

about almost over night, and the formidableproportion which the Communistdemonstration against Americans
is assuming is a surprise to French
officials, who appear to be uncertain
how far it will extend. The preparationsmade to cope with to-morrow's
demonstration only show the gravity
that this sudden outbreak of militant
Communists has assumed in the last
few days and proves that the strength
of the Communist element in Paris
and the provinces has been underestimated.With American consuls ull
over France receiving threatening Jottersand In fear of their lives the situationhas no precedent In France in
recent years.

Government Forbids Parade.

The Government is now fully alive to
the possibilities of the situation. It threw
the gage of battle down to the Communiststo-night by declaring that to-morrow'sparade to the American Embassy
must not be held. The reply of the Communiststo this was to issue notices directingwhere the various groups were to
assemble, while Communist newspapers
are calling on all adherents to turn out
despite the Government's interdiction,
though cautioning them to remain calm.
It is evident that the Communists are dependingon to-morrow'a demonstration to
prove that they arc gaining In strength.
Ambassador Herrick remains cool and

collected as he was during his war experiencehere, keeping all his engagementsand riding about in the embassy
autoinoM'e unguarded.

"I have decreed that parading in Paris
streets is not to bo permitted, M. Leulller,
Prefect of Police, told Tiik New York
Hbilalo correspondent, "Every man
available will be used to put down the
revolutionary display, which is merely
taking the American incident as an excuse."

Meanwhile letters continue to arrive
by tlte score at the American Embassy
and the office of the Consul-Ucneral.
while several were received to-day at
the Passport Bureau In the Hue de Tllsll,
where Roland W. Hoyden's headquarters
are located. These letters threaten destructionof the building unless the
United States Government Intervenes on

behalf of Sacco and Vanxettl. The handwritingof all such letters has been
compared with the signatures of anar'chlsts on file In tho prefecture and this
has already resulted In the seurch of
apartments of several militant Communists,and numerous arrests are expected
as soon as the evidence has been Investigatedby the examining magistrate.

Communists Plan Big Move.

Although professing pacific Intentions,
the Communists have planned tho demonstrationon a greater scale than ever
before. Instead of a single gathering
place, three havo been designated, these
being the Arc de Trtompho, the Place
do I'Alma and the Trocadero, whence
they will march in all directions toward
the chancellery In the Rue de Challlot,
the Reds apparently ignoring the fact
that the American Kmbasay Is now In
the former home of the Duke de Broglle,
Tho fwn rfMlimunUt nnu'linanors »lw.

Hutnanili and tho Intrrnationale, give
explicit direction* how to get there, even
naming small streets and alleys through
which the crowds can get to tho main
gathering place if they meet with police
interference. In order to prevent the
recognition of anarchist groups the Reds
are urged not to wear any party em-
blems or carry banners.

various meeting places to prevent the
formation of parades.

If the rioting passes beyond tho controlof the police the soldiers In Wie InfantrybarraeVs throughout Paris will
be ordered out Immediately.

It Is not believed here that the flacco

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GIRL'S HACKED BODY
FOUND IN MUDHOLE

Slaying of Young Mother Stirs
Another Aumuller Case

in Queens.

Man with bundle seen

Auburn Haired Woman Clad
in Own Scant Garments

and 3 Men's Shirts.

across the upper half of the body of a

young woman who had been slain In
one of the most brutal murders since
the dismembered body of Anna Aumul-
ler was found In the Hudson River in
1913. The woman apparently about
25 years old and of foreign extraction,had been bee ten and probably
strangled with a belt before her body
was cut in two just above the hips.
The lot in which the body was found

is tn the most desolate section of Long
Island City. Although near the Rawsonstreet station of the Corona branch
ol the Interborough subway the nearestdwelling is more than 400 .vai ls
away. The lot faces the northern side
of Queens Boulevard, which is not yet
open to vehicular traffic and not
lighted at night.

"i»ried a bundle which seemed to be of,
considerable weight. Aa a result of the
statements made by these men. whose
untnes were withheld, detectives hurried
off without revealing where they were

going.
Many Police on Case.

Virtually all the detectives of the
Queens Detective Bureau have been rc-

lleved from all other duties by Inspector
John D. Coughlin, head of the bureau,
to aid Capt. Arthur Carey, commander
of the Homicide Squad, in solving the
mystery. At a late hour last night the
detectives had not been able to Identify

vniin tr wnninn ulthnlijzh thev bjidt
been checking up records of missing
persons all afternoon.
What clues the police had consisted

mostly of underclothing found wrapped
around the body, huir combs and a ring
fashioned out of strands of rafflo, a

fibre from a palrr. tree. It was on the
ring hat the detectives bnaed theTr
hopes of Idnent flcaf Ion. ns rafflo rings
are not common, and although of no

great value except as "charms" they
attract attention.

ignazio Castallucio of Fifth
ntreet, lamp Island City, who found the
body, is an employee of the Queens
sewer department, whleh Is engaged on
construction work in the vicinity of the
lot. It had been his habit to go to the
lot dally to wash his boots, as there
was a hole In It In which rain water
generally settled for some time. The
surrounding territory for hundreds of
yards In each direction is a barren
waste into which all manner of refuse
had been dumped. The pool in which
Castallucio washed his boots was uhout
30 feet wide, 200 feet long and from
one-half to a foot and a half In depth.

While nibbing down his hoots Custalluclonoticed what seemed to be a
piece of oilcloth piolrudlng out of the
water. Walking over to where it was
and Jerking it up he uncovered a human j
arm.

A reduction In freight rates on hny,
grain and feed in Western territory
was ordered to-de.v bv the Interstate
Commerce Commission on the ground
that a. general reduction of the cost of
transportation is essential to economic
improvement in the nation. On this
basis present, rates, were found unreasonable,because agriculture is prostratedand needs relief.
The commission in reaching its conclusionsindicated a determination to

translate the waiving of wage reductionsto the carriers into rate rednctinn4"r%w nnranln

While tlie proceeding wuh started
before the railroad labor situation becameacute, the decision closely reflectsthe Administration viewpoint as

to the relation between wages and
rates and the necessity of putting
transportation on a better basis. The
commission sairl:

So far as a tendency downward
in their rates can be induced and
so far aa th» reduction" in wages
and prices which have already been
made effective can be converted
into rate reductions we are assured
that the full return of prosperity
will be hastened for both industry 1

and labor. The Carriers have, we

feel, themselves manifested a realizationof this fact in the substantialreductions in rates which from
time to time in recent months they
have voluntarily made.

If we may |
rely upon their statement In this re-
gard they arc not operating their 1

properties economically and efficient-
iy and therefore operating costs may
further 1>< r»(iuced. (

ARMED GUARDS ON DUTY

Noon Whistle Signal for Men,
Who Walk Out Without

Demonstration.

8an Antonio, Oct. 22..Ah the noon

whistles began to blow here to-day
every switchman employed on the Internationaland Great Northern and
every brakemun who was not on a

run between terminals walked out.
Before nightfall 400 had quit thctr

work In the tirst strike since the call-
ing of a countrywide walkout sohed-
uled for October 30. All of the 600
railway trainmen employed on this
line between Longview and Laredo
are expected to be idle at midnight.

No. 8 passenger train left for the
North at 7 o'clock to-night without
hrakemen. It carried a negro porter
to do the flagging and was occupied
with two armed guards. They carriedshotguns.
Yardmen walked out immediately at

12 o'clock In various lines along the
entire road, which is 1,159 miles long
It was announced by union officials that
all brakemen would quit as soon as they
reached division points. The walkout
was carried out in orderly manner. Sixteenyardmen who were on duty at tills
city were seen to quietly lay down their
tools at the appointed hour and leave
without demonstration.
More than 1,000 armed guards suddenlyappeared In the yards along the

ines ot' the 1. * <i. N. as the strikers
walked out. Officials of the road stated
that many former railroad men had been
tmployed to take the places vaciatcd by
the strikers.

Chicago, Oct. 22..Officials of

unions with more than half of the
rail employees of the nation in their
membership announced to-night that #

their men would not be authorized to /
join the "Big Five" organizations in /
the strike called for October 30 in /
protest of wage cuts. *<

The announcements came from eight
of the eleven "standard" rail unions
which for a week had been withholdingtheir final strike decisions, a'.-
tnougn in most of them the member'1,
had voted overwhelmingly to quit
work rather than accept the recent
12xi per cent, wage reductions authorizedby the United States RailroadLabor Board.
Only one of these eleven groups

now is determined to stand by the
"Big Five." it was announced, but
two others have not yet taken fina'.
action.

Following announcement by heao
of the six shop crafts organizations,
controlling 600,00 men. that they
would not sanction a walkout. tlKleadersof the 375,000 maintenance
of way employees and of the 75,000
stationary firemen at an executive
meeting voted to withdraw their authorizationof a walkout, leaving
only the 75.000 railroad telegraphers
positively with the "Big Five." Chiettainsof the 350,000 clerks will make
their decision tomorrow, and the
signalmen, 35,000 strong, also are yet
to act.

Clerk* Not Likely to <(nlt.
Officials of the clerks said to night

that they probably would not authorizea strike at their meeting, scheduledto-morrow, thus indicating,
union leaders said, that a strike, If it
materialized, would affect less than
one-fourth of the country's railroad
employees, being confined to the
switchmen, the conductors, the firemen,the engineers, the trainmen and
the telegraphers. The organizations t
which decided uot to Join an immediatewalkout will take new strike
votes after the expected labor board
decision in regard to rules and workingconditions, it was said.
